Sat Light Talks^No. 14. 

Consumption and Cost. 

In course of these Talks, we have said that one of tbe priucipal 
factors in the maliiDg of gas rates, is the consumption. 

That statement applies with even greater foroe to the determina* 

tion of electric rates. 

The larger the consumption of earrent, the less, within certain 
limits, it costs to j^enerate and distribute. 

Now, ia yesterday's Talk, we announced that a new and lower 
schedale of electric rates wonld go into effect on October Ut. These 
rates will be — 

Ten cents per kilowatt hoar for residence lighting, instead of 
fifteen cents, as at present. 

Ten cents per kilowatt hoar for the first thirty hoars of con* 
nected load on interior basiness lighting, and five cents per kilowatt 
hour for all over that.
